out of wedlock forty years ago has 
come Into possession of her father's 
estate of »2»0,000. to the exclusion 
of his brothers and sisters and other 
kindred.

under a law adopted in 1917 which 
provides that Illegitimate 
children 


shall have equal rights as heirs with 
legitimate children. It is said that 
no other state has such a law and 
among European natitons only Nor- 
way baa a similar statute. Under old 
English law, on which American law 
is so largely based, an illegitimate 
child is "the son of no one." and 
cannot inherit except by special be- 
quest.

special bequest the legitimate heirs 
are oftea permitted to break the
